» The date popularly assigned to this building 
is too early for it; the plain square abacus, 
square in section as well as plan, is generally 
a mark of early Norman work, but the rule is 
not invariable, plain and rude country work often 
appears of earlier date than it really is ; and 
this form occurs in such work at a later period : 
these are however the exceptions. The other 
three Norman specimens shew the increase of 
mouldings and the gradual approximation to 
the Early English style, of which Paul's Cray 
is a good and pure specimen with the usual 
round and hollow mouldings, (see Plates 14 
and 49). St. Saviour's, Southwark, is also 
pure Early English, with the moulding over- 
hanging ; the Chapter House at Christ Church, 
Oxford, is similar, but has a fillet on the face 
of the overhanging moulding: Wells is taken 
from a doorway of somewhat later character. 
Merton is a specimen of Early, and York of 
Late Decorated ; St. Alban's shews the true 
Decorated ogee, Henry Vllth's Chapel the 
Perpendicular, (see Ogee in text).

of the window, at the east end of the south aisle. 

° This is at the east end of the north aisle, and 
of small size,; the piscina, with its credence- 
shelf, is nearly perfect, but the basin is muti- 
lated ; the trefoiled ogee head and the mould- 
ings make this appear of the Decorated style, 
though so plain that it is not easy to decide. 

d This apse is at the east end of the south 
aisle of the chancel; there is another to the 
north aisle, and sufficient indications to shew 
that there has been one to the chancel itself, as 
was the case in many of the larger Norman 
churches. The style is Late Norman. 

° This apse has been lately restored, together 
with the rest of the church, with taste and 
liberality, much to the credit of the Rector, the 
Rev. T. Wintle, and R. Hopkins, Esq., at whose 
joint expense the restoration was effected. The 
apse was perfect except the vault, of which 
the vaulting-shafts and springing of the ribs 
only remained, sufficient however to indicate 
what the form of the vault had been, although 
its place had been supplied by a flat plaster 
ceiling and some hideous modern monuments.

is very rich, and its general character, with the 
handed shafts, appears late, but it is peculiar, 
and banded shafts in themselves are no proof 
of late date ; they occur in foreign work at a 
much earlier date.

2 a and b shew the foliage usually met with 
in Early English work; a also shews a figure 
of the blessed Virgin and Child, of the same 
elegance of attitude and drapery as generally 
characterize this style. 

= Is a grotesque head biting the stalks of 
leaves, a device very common in the Decorated 
style. 

■i Is a good specimen of Decorated foliage; 
the whole of the work at Melrose is remarkably 
good, and from the excellence of the stone is as 
sharp and perfect as the day it was cut, still 
shewing in many cases the marks of the chisel. 

' Shews a head-dress of a fashion peculiar to 
the fifteenth century, which, with the style of 
the mouldings, does not agree with the tradi- 
tion that these cloisters were built by Lady 
Elizabeth de Montacute in the fourteenth cen- 
tury. The style is decidedly Perpendicular, 
but the Montacute arms being found there may 
shew that they were partly built with her 
money.

3 This must not be confounded with the 
remains of Whitby Abbey, which are Early 
English ; this capital, from the great thickness 
of the abacus, is evidently Early Norman. 

I* Some of the same features occur, parti- 
cularly a plaiu block of stone in the centre of 
each face of the capital, as if either prepared 
for sculpture, or, as is more probable, it had 
been ornamented with painting, considerable 
remains of which are to be found on the capitals 
of Jumi&ges Abbey, where the ornament con- 
sists entirely of painting. 

' The age of this church is much disputed ; 
its extreme richness makes it appear late, per- 
haps later than it really is; possibly it may be 
twenty or thirty years earlier than the date 
here assigned to it, but it can hardly be earlier 
than 1120. 

" The foliage of this capital is fast approach- 
ing to Early English ; its creeping over the 
abacus at the angle is an uncommon feature. 

" This is a singular specimen, but the in- 
troduction of heads in the capital is not an un- 
common feature in some districts at all periods. 

" These two foreign examples are introduced 
to shew the difference of character from Early 
English work which we commonly iind ; they 
bear strong resemblance to the Corinthian or 
Composite capital, while the mouldings of the 



abacus shew them to belong to the later Nor- 
man period. 

P The nave arches of this church may almost 
be considered as Early English, but the square 
form, the thickness, and the mouldings of the 
abacus, still retain the Norman character. 

1 This very beautiful church is late in the 
Early English style, and in several particulars 
approaches to the Decorated ; it may, however, 
probably be of earlier date than that mentioned, 
perhaps c. 1250. It has some capitals quite of 
the Norman form, though introduced in much 
later work.
